Tonight,  the  Wenatchee  Wild  (25-12-2-1,  3rd  Place  Interior  Div.)  meet  the  West  Kelowna  Warriors  (20-18-1-1,  5th  Place, 
Interior  Div.)  in  the  fourth  of  six  scheduled  meetings  this  season. 

HEAD  TO  HEAD:  This  evening  is  the  eighth  meeting  all-time  between  these  two  clubs.  The  Wild  are  3-3-1  all-time  against 
the  Warriors,  and  2-1-0  at  Town  Toyota  Center.  Their  last  meeting  was  a  4-3  overtime  loss  for  the  Wild  on  Dec.  2,  2017. 
Wenatchee  is  2-0-1  against  the  Warriors  this  season  and  the  Wild  lead  West  Kelowna  by  11  points  in  the  standings. 

WHO  TO  WATCH  FOR:  Forward  Jasper  Weatherby  (26g,  25a)  leads  the  Wild  in  points  (51),  and  defenseman  Cooper 
Zech  (7g,  34a)  leads  all  BCHL  defensemen.  Goalie  Austin  Park  is  15-8-0  with  a  2.59  Goals  Against  Average,  and  a  Save 
Percentage  of  .893.  West  Kelowna's  Jared  Marino  (17g,  25a)  provides  scoring  punch,  with  defenseman  Michael  Ryan  (4g, 
27a)  leading  the  Warrior  defense.  Nik  Amundrud  in  net  is  9-13-0  with  a  3.38  GAA  and  a  .898  save  pet.

The  Warriors  host  the  Vernon  Vipers  on  Tuesday  night, 
then  head  to  Trail  on  Friday,  and  back  home  to  face  Salmon  Arm  on  Saturday.
